SAN FRANCISCO, May 6.—John 


Ena, a wealthy resident of Hono- 
lulu and vice-president of the Inter 
Island Steam Navigation Company o 
Hawaii, arrived on the Moana with his 
family and has engaged apartments ai 
the California. 


Mr. Ena denied the published reports 


that he was leaving the Islands- with, 
the Intention of locating permanently 
In Mexico. 


"It Is true,' said Mr. Ena, in an in 


> end judicial. 


The executive department, as rec- 


ommended by the Commission, Is to

-the best feature of the whole affair was 
the acceptance of the Commission's 
proposition by the Filipino envoys. 
Furthermore, it was learned that be- 
fore the submission of this proposition 
to them they had asserted that they 
•did not represent General Luna, but 
that they represented AgulnaWo 


It Is believed that the presentation 


ot the Commissioners' proposition was 
m compliance with the request of the 
"Filipinos, who desired to know what 
the glittering promises made by the 
"United States really mean. The first 
proposition made by the natives to the 
•Commission was that already reported 
Tor tbe adoption of an armistice, dur- 
ing which the Flliplnoa proposed to 
-call together their Congress, and 
through that body arrange for peace. 
The proposition was refused without 
consideration. 


It was then admitted, the Cabinet 


officer said, that the Filipino army waa 
too weak to stand against the Amer- 
ican force, which was greatly Its su- 
perior

The recent trial and conviction of a 


tax collector for assault upon a Chi- 
nese boy does not do any credit to the 
Attorney-General, If the facts as given 
this paper are correct The Govern- 
ment is, of course, bound to defend its 
officers, and protect them in the dls- 


targe of their duties, but the Govern- 


ment should carefully ascertain the 
facts of the caae, when there has been 
z& assault, «nd if it Is Justifiable re- 
fuse to prosecute, and If It is not Jus- 
tifiable, leave the officer to make his 
own defense.

The defense began its case in the Ka- 


huku riot matter yesterday morning.. 
A. Q. M. Robertson, attorney for de- 
fendants, stated, in •opening, that he 
would not attempt to prove that there 
had been no trouble at the plantation. 
But be would endeavor to show that 
the five Japanese arraigned before the 
court bad not been implicated in the 
death of the murdered Chinamen. 


The first Witness was Maolhero. He 


testified that on the day following the- 
quarrel between the Jap and China- 
man, la which the former had been, 
worsted, he, with two other Japanese, 
one of whom had participated in the 
fight, went over to the house where the 
Chinamen were. Their mission was to 
identify the Chinaman who was in the 
fight of the previous day. Soon after 
<hey got there, he testified, they were 
set uoon by the Chinese. Their cries 
attracted the other Japanese, and the 
riot resulted. 


The nest witness was Manihero's 


•comrade, who was with him when they 
went to identify the Chinaman. His 
testimony was substantially the same 
os Maui-hero's. He stated that the fact 
that they were being beaten drew the 
other Japanese to their rescue, and 
that the riot which ensued was not 
premeditated.

MORE PLANTATIONS. 


(Hawaii Herald.) 


The more sugar plantations started 


on the Kona side of Hawaii the more 
certain will be the chances of the HlJo 
Railway making a circuit of the island. 
In addition to those contemplated in 
Kona there may be a large one at Ka- 
waihae. (Experts in the business of 
growing cane have been over that sec- 
tion and it is aaid they have reported 
favorably as to the soil, the greatest 
drawback being the lack of a suitable 
water supply. With a plantation at this 
point and several others In Kona and 
Kau the extension of the road would 
be a certainty. 


RAILWAY RIGHT OF WAT 


(Hawaii Herald.) 


One of the difficulties to be encount- 


ered by the Hilo Railway Co. will be 
In securing the necessary 
roadway 


across town In building their line to 
Hamakua. If the terminal be made at 
Waiakea the most direct route for the 
road in going to Hamakua would b« 
along the beach, and crossing the Wai- 
luku below the nshmarket. But this 
property, makal of Front street, has 
'been condemned for park purposes and 
dt will take an act of tne Legislature 
to repeal the law. 


Should this not be obtainable the 


road would lave to run back of town 
Chief Engineer Klugel refuses to give 
out any information, saying that as 
the survey has not been anade he (has 
nothing to tell. In connection with the 
building of Chis road there can be lit- 
tle if any speculating in lands by either 
the railway companies or others.

negie's retirement from the steel busi- 
ness has aroused considerable interest 
here in Wa old home, but to many his 
decision has caused no surprise. Car- 
negie viewed with uneasiness the grad- 
ual Incorporation of the various iron 
and steel industries into truate, and an- 
iicipated the time when hla company, 
in self-defense, must follow in the same 
line. 


Mr. Carnegie believes that trusts will 


yet lead to a political devolution, and 
he is said not to like them. The near- 
est approach to one lie was ever In, 
the fimous steel rail pool, was only a 
temporary agreement as to prices be- 
tween business competitors. 
Several 


weeks ago Carnegie referred somewhat 
sarcastically" to the modern industrial 
-combination, ".with Its trappings of 
preferred and common stocks and 
bonds," and said he preferred the "old- 
fashioned" -way of selling iron and 
steel. 


It is well known that the famous 


ironmaster is an anti-imperialist, and 
thinks the coming Presidential cam- 
paign will be fought with the anti- 
trust and the anti-expansion people on 
the same side. As chief stockholder In 
the Carnegie Company, and that com- 
pany a member of the trust monster, 
he would occupy an illogical position 
in the antitrust and anti-expansion 
party. By selling out his Interest he 
will be able to devote "his time, atten- 
tion and money to bis endeavor to 
bring about the success of the anti-ex- 
pansion propaganda. 


To the suggestion that the hatred 


entertained toward him by union labor 
may cause hfs advocacy of any public 
question to be of doubtful utility to the 
canoe, his friends reply that It was not 
Carnegie, bat H, C. Frick, who con- 
ducted the Homestead strike, that his 
approval of FMck'a course was only a 
demonstration of -loyalty to a business 
partner, and that te considers himself 
really a good friend of labor. 


Carnegie could not associate vrlth 


any party believing in free silver at 
16 *« 1, but ne has confidence in him- 
self and expects to be able to eliminate 
that troublesome question from the 
next campaign. 


Indeed, the theory is advanced that 


the decision to retire from the trust- 
threatened business field may have 
been born at the famous conference 
•which he and W. J. Bryan held In New 
York last winter.

ofilcers of that district, told of his ef- 
forts in suppressing the trouble. He 
was the first policeman to arrive on 
the scene. When he got there the 
first assault had already been made.
